A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(B) as being clearly anticipated by either 
Wolverton et al. (U. S. Pat. No 3,443,406) or Carter (U. S. Pat. 1,501,746). 

Re claim 1 , Carter and Wolverton each disclose a steam jet drum washing machine 
comprising: 

a tub (6 in Carter and unnumbered in Wolverton) disposed in a casing and adapted 
so that wash water is supplied into the tub (as at 12 in Carter and 10 in Wolverton) 

a drum (13 in Cartier and 6 in Wolverton) rotatably mounted in the tub and adapted 
so that clothes are put in the drum and the wash water is supplied into the drum; 

a water-supply unit disposed at one side of the tub for supplying the wash water into 
the tub and the drum; 

and a steam generator (1 in Carter and 26 in Wolverton) in connected to the water- 
supply unit (via the casing) for heating the wash water to obtain high-temperature and 
high-pressure steam, and supplying the high-temperature and high-pressure steam into 
the tub and the drum. 

3. Claims 2-17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 
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4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. In Brubaker, Roseen, Clark et at., EPO'059, Danneberg, Brillet, 
Fedegari, Shim, Buss and Blessing, note the steaming introducing means.
